The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

It has been noted that U.S. Patent No. 4,768,939 does not appear 
commensurate with the subject matter of the instant disclosure. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: In line 8 of claim 
1, "aligned" should be -align--. In line 10 of claim 1, "attached said" should read - 
attached to said--. In line 25 of claim 1, "farmwork" should be -formwork--. Further, the 
recitation of "said opening sets" does not appear to possess an appropriate antecedent 
within the claim. Line 8 of claim 1 should be amended to change "said opening sets" to 
refer to said "set of aligned openings". Also, lines 26-28 of claim 1 recite, "said bracket 
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jack-screw openings" which does not appear to possess an appropriate antecedent 
basis within the claim. Claim 1 appears to introduce only one jack-screw opening, (see 
lines 11-12 of claim 1). And, lines 26-28 of claim 1 appear to present a plurality of jack- 
screws and jack screw nuts. However, the language of claim 1 appears to present only 
one bracket. Applicant should therefore amend lines 26 of claim 1 to recite -attached to 
an upper end of a jack-screw disposed in said bracket jack-screw opening-- while 
amending line 28 to recite -disposed respectively on said jack-screw-. 

Line 3 of claim 5 recites, "bottom ends of said tubes". However, claim 1 appears 
to introduce only one jack-screw tube, (see line 13 of claim 1). Applicant should 
therefore amend line 3 of clam 5 to recite -a bottom end of said tube extending below 
said bottom flanges-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 9-12 are allowed. 

Claims 1-8 would be allowed with Applicant incorporating the changes suggested 
in the above Claim Objections section.
